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comes from so high a source as to give 
every reason for belief that there have

When Senor Quesada, the Cuban charge 
daffairg here, was told of this proposition 
from Spain he refused to discuss it fur- 
ther than to say that the Cubans who were 
fighting for their lMbertles would consent 
to nothing short of complete freedom. 

There is no doubt, however, that the 
president and his advisers hope for 
scme peaceful solution of the present 
complications and believe that the only 
possible chance for such solution lies 
in real autonomy. 

In all their considerations of the situa- 
tion they have never lost sight of the au- 
tonomist government for Cuba and have 
endeavored to impress the country with 
the fact that there are Cubans outside of 
hose who afhliate with the insurgents 
who want to be considered in any settle- 
ment that may he made. Unless there can 
be some colution on this line there is prac- 
tically no chance of averting war. Armed 
interyention cannot mean peace.

A QUIET DAY IN WASHINGTON. 


Conference Was Held at the Navy De- 


partment by a Board. 

Washington, March 13.—Today, unlike 
last Sunday, when the published state- 
ments of the desire for the recall of Con- 
Sul General Lée and the protest of the 
Spanish government against sending war- 
Ships with the relief supplies te Cuba 
caused much excitement among official cir- 
cles, Was comparatively quict. 

There. has been no information bearing 
on the doings of the court of inguiry on 
the Maine explos’on received during the 
day or any other dispatches caculated to 
cause conference between the heads of the 
departments. ‘ 

There were a number of experts of the 
war department office at their desks for a 
Short time durimg the mérning to attend to 
some pressing matters, while at the prevy 
department the board on auxiliary cruisers 
held an informal meeting preparatory to 
the departing of the board for New York. 
Secretary Long, of the navy department, 
Was present for a short while. He stated 
late in the «afternoon that there was no 
news of any nature for the press, and in 
response to a specific inquiry that nothing 
had been received from the court of in- 
quiry. 


Can Obtain Auxiliary Cruisers. 


The board on auxiliary cruisers met in 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt’s room dur- 
ing the morning. There were present im 
addition to the assistant secretary Chief 
Constructor Hichborn, of the bureau of 
construction and repair; Captain Frederick 
Rodgers, of the naval board of inspection 
6nd survey; Captain O'Neill, chief of the 
ordnance bureau; Lieutenant Sergeant, re- 
corder, of the ‘board of inspection, and Lieu- 
tenant Peters, of the naval intelligence 
bureau. 

Lieutenant Commander J. D. Kelly and 
Naval Constructor Towresey, the latter 
now on duty at Cramp’s ship yard, were 
expected, but their orders to attend had 
evidently arrived too late to permit them 
to do so. Each of the bureau chiefs prese 
ent, Was able to give the board some infor- 
mation incident to the work that may be 
required to fit out any ships that might be 
obtained. Several members of the board 
a8 Originally appointed to look into the 
matter are unable to leave at the present 
time, so it was decided that a special 
board, of which Captain Rodgers is presi- 
dent, should proceed to New York tonight 
to undertake the work in hand. 


Board Goes to New York.® 


An office wil] be opened at 26 Courtlandt 
street, New York city, tomorrow morning, 
at which owners and agents of ships will 
be invited to make their proposals for turn- 
ing over to the navy such vessels as are 
of value for war service. The secretary of 
the naval intelligence office sail there 
would be no difficulty experienced in buying 
all the vessels that are desired, as there 
are hundreds available. Thanks to the 
careful work of the naval intelligence office, 
the department keeps in close touch with 
the construction of the craft that could be 
utilized in event of hostilities and just now 
it has a record of forty such ships of all 
descriptions and classes which would be in- 
spected and examined if -their owners de- 
sired to part with them. A number of 
these vessels have been constructed under 
the subsidy act of congress and are en- 
gaged in carrying the mails. The vessels 
to be examined will include all classes from 
liners like the St. Paul to ocean-going tugs, 
Which can be of very material service for 
@& number of purposes. Tonnage, draty* 
speed, conditions of boilers and machinery 
and other attributes will figure in the 
thorough inspection which will be under- 
taken by the board before any chartering 
or purchase is recommended. Both the ord- 
nance bureau and that engaged jn the work 
of construction and repair are ready to 
take their part in fitting.out and equipping 
such vessels as may be required. 

Making New Guns. 

At the Washington gun factory there are 
now in various stages of construction no 
less than 150 guns of formidable character 
on which work js being done night and day 
with a view to their early completion. 

No new guns are being started, but the 
entire efforts of the department are being 
devoted to finishing those now under way. 
A naval officr said there would be enough 
of them when finished to constitute a fair 
armament for probably thirty or more aux- 
iliary cruisers, should thi®element be found 
necessary to supplement the regular war- 
ships. The gunboat Machias which has 
just arrived at Norfolk by way of the Suez 
canal, has been found to be in good shape, 
as the result of the examination by the 
naval inspection board. A thorough over- 
hauling will be necessary in the present 
instance, as she will be sent ta Boston, 
where all necessary repairs can be made to 
her in about twelve days. 

The ordering of the Helena and the Ban- 
croft, now on the European station, to the 
United States, will leave Admiral Howell 
commanding that station with but one ves- 
sel, viz, the San Francisco. No explanation 
for the action is vouchsafed by the offi-- 
cials of the navy department and Secretary 
Long, when asked, declined to say anything 
about the step further than that the two 
ships have been ordered home.

dice, passion, popular clamor, hysteria or 
ambition will this nation be involved in a 
deadly strife. Secure frem invasion, with 
inexhaustible wealth and resources, with 
a people full of the martia) spirit and abie 
to put ten million soldiers into the field and 
cover the seas with battleships, what have 
we to fear from a bankrupt nation that 
cannot even subdue twenty to thirty thou- 
snd ragged, ill fed and poorly equipped 
Cuban insurgents? Or from an alliance of 
Franee and all the Latin nations against 
us? ‘Come the three corners of the world 
in arms and we shall snock them!’ 

“But this power is controlled by intelli- 
gence, patriotism and Christian principle 
and only stern duty to humanity and e:vi- 
lization, just relations with our fellow men, 
and national honor will lead us to let loose 
the dog of war.

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FORT PICKENS READY FOR WAR.

Florida Point Equipped with the Best 
and Most Modern Appliances. 
Pensacola, Fla., March 13.—Fort Pickens, 
which guards the entrance to the harbor on 
the east side, is the scene of great activity 
just now. This is the only fort in 
south that was not captured during 
war. It is considered one of the strongest 
of the old style of forts in the country. 
It was bombarded time and again during 
the civil conflict, but the shells were unable

Many of Those Who Escaped Were 
Badly Dumed and Brulsed, 


BLAZE DISCOVERED IN EARLY MORNING 


The Firemen Have Hard Work To 
Rescue the Living and Reclaim 
the Dead While the Fire 
Goes On—Only Two 
Are Identified. 


New York, ‘March 13—Eleven men lost 
their lives in

early this morning and left it a blackened

Eleven Dead Bodies Found. 

A thorough search of the premises at 105 
BPewery, which were partially destroyed by 
fire at an early hour this morning, dis- 
Closes the fact that eleven persons were 
burned to death. At first it was rumored 
that the loss of life Was much greater, but 
after searching the ruins very carefully 
the policemen and firemen found eleven 
charred bodies and removed them to the 
morgue. 

No. luo Bowery is one of the best-known 
lodging houses on‘that theroughtfare. [t is

In the basement of the building there is a 
cheap restaurant, while the ground fioor

Paid 15, 20 and 25 cents each, according to 
the location of the rooms. 

Last night almost every bed was occupied. 
At half-past 1 o'clock this morning one of 
the lodgers discovered flames issuing from 
a Washroom on the third floor, but before 
he had time to alarm the house the 
was noticed by passers by on the street. 
By this time the flames had eaten their way 
to the top of the building and were bursting 
through the roof, 

Scene of Wild Excitement.

mates aroused a scene Of wild excitement 
ensued. Many of the lodgers became panic- 
stricken. They rushed into the hallways 
and fell over each other jin their effor‘s 
to mach the street. Those on the lower 
floors got to the street safely by the stair- 
Ways, While those on the upper floors grop- 
ed their way through the blinding smoke 
to the metal fire escape in front of the 
building. The majority of them succeeded 
in saving only portions of their clothing, 
while several of them were naked. Those 
who made their way to the street by the 
fire escape were superficially burned by the 
excessive heat of the fire ladders, which in 
many places had become red hot from the 
flames within. 

In the meantime three alarms of fire 
had been sent in and in a few minutes 
the firemen were busy deiuging the build- 
ing with torrents of Water. They finally 
succeeded in keeping the fire within the 
three upper stories of the structure. A 
large detail of police was quickly sum- 
moned to the scene in charge of Inspector 
Gross and the reserves were called from 
the fourteenth down town precincts. This 
force of officers had difficult work to keep 
the vast crowd in check as well as helping 
to rescue unfortunate lodgers. Many of 
the naked and injured were cared for by 
people in the vicinity and about fifty of 
them were accommodated at the Eldridge 
Street police station, some three blocks 
away. 

Several of the most destitute were brought 
to the station house in patrol wagons and 
on their arrival there were partially 
clothed by members of the force and 
kind hearted neighbors. 


Searching for the Dead. 

After the fire had been subdued sufficient- 
ly that a search of the place was possible, 
the police and firemen entered the building 
and the work of searching fer the victims 
was begun. Several bodies were found 
near the windows on the two upper floors, 
where they had been stricken down while 
attempting to make thelr way to the fire 
escapes.

Senator Declines To Discuss His Trip 
to the Island. 


PARKER HAS A WORD TO SAY 
Colonel Declares That One Half the 
Suffering in Cuba Has Not 
Been Told. 


Washington, March 13.—Senator Proctor, 
of Vermont, and his companion, Colonel 
Myron Parker, who have been spending 
some time in Cuba, returned to Washing- 
ton tonight. 

Senator Proctor said that he did ngt de- 
sire to discuss the trip at present, and 
that further than to commend the good 
work of Miss Clara Barton was doing in 
Cuba, he had nothing to say in the way 
of an interview. 

Colonel Parker said to 
Press reporter: 

“We went to Sagua la Grande, Matanzas, 
Clenfugos and Artemisa, province of Pinar 
del Rio. The stories of the amount of suf- 
fering in the island of Cuba have not been 
exaggerated. It is intense over every por- 
tion of the island. The reconcentrados are 
gathered in the villages, where they can 
be seen in all their pitiable aspects. The 
suffering is perhaps greater in Matanzas 
than elsewhere. What impressed me most, 
and would doubtless impress any visitor 
in Cuba, is the utter desolation of the 
island. Miss Barton is doing great -work 
among the reconcentrados and is to he 
praised for her heroic efforts in that di- 
rection. We were well treated by the Span- 
iards.”’ 

In answer to the question as to what, in 
his mind, should be done to put an'end to 
the awful suffering, Colone! Parker would 
not commit himself, but said significantly 
that he had no doubt this government 
would take the best course. He commend- 
ed most highly the action pursued by Con- 
sul General Lee, who, he said, Was a man 
fitted for his place in every respect from 
what he had seen of his adminisiration of 
affairs there He said: 

“The matter of his recall reached there 
just a little before the contradiction and 
was not credited. It was denied that his 
return to this country was wanted.’ 

In regard to the question as to whether 
the impression prevailed in Havana _ that 
the Maine was destroyed by exter- 
nal influence, Colonel Parker spoke 
guardedly. He said, however, that 
the same impression prevailed there 
as did here, There was little or 
no war talk and the DeLome incident 
was not mentioned there during his visit. 

“Concerning the cause of the Maine dis- 
aster I feel free to say that such informa- 
tion as I have obtained indicates that the 
explosion was from the outside. It does 
not show that the Spanish government or 
any of its officials in Havana were partici- 
Pants in the crime. In the first place, I 
do not think there were any mines in the 
harbor. I have not the slightest knowl- 
edge of what the decision of the naval 
eourt of inquiry will be when jt will reach 
Washington. Such information as I have 
is of entirely an unofficial eharacter.”’

Five Thousand People Gather in Chatta- 
neega’s Auditorium. 


MANY ADDRESSES WERE MADE 


Audience Was Posted as to the Objects 
of the Various Organizations. 


ARTHUR WAS THE MOST PROMINENT SPEAKER 


Leader of the B. of L. E. Declares That 
He Differs from Many Labor 
Leaders in Many Things. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 13.—The con- 
ference of railway trainmen being tera ee 
this city, at which the grand chiefs of 
engineers, firemen, conductors and ripwpiess 
sentatives of the telegraphers and train- 
men are in attendance, resolved itself into 
a mass meeting at the city auditorium and 
a regularly prepared programme of speech- 
es, music and recitations was carried out 
this afternoon, commencing at 2:30 o'clock 
and continuing until 5:20. About 5,000 people 
were present, the spacious auditorium be- 
ing well filled. 

The chairman of the local committee of 
arrangements explained the object of the 
meeting to be which he said was to give 
the public a more thorough understanding 
of the principles of the various railway 
workers’ unions as announced by the grand 
chief of each. He said the railroad work- 
ers were .proud of their orders and they 
wanted the people of the south to thor- 
oughly understand what their purposes 
were and to meet the men who presided 
over their,destinies, 

The delegates and the strangers in the 
crowd, and especially the distinguished 
leaders who were on the platform, were 
then formally welcomed to the city by 
Mayor Watkins, when the regular exercises 
were carried out. 

Addresses were made by Grand Chief Ar- 
thur, ofthe Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers; Grand Chief Frank P. Sergeant, 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen; 
E. E. Clark, grand conductor of the Order 
of Railway Conductors; T. R. Dodge, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, repre- 
senting Chief W. P. Morrissey, and Colonel 
Tomlinson and Hon. Geo. W. Ochs, of this 
city, 

The address of Chief Arthur was one 
of the most notable of the day. He gave 
2 brief review of the history of the order 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, which was founded thirty-five 
years ago, he said, by twelve engineers on 
the Michigan Central railroad: since that 
time to the present it had grown and in- 
creased until today ft was the strongest 
labor organization in existence. 

In the course of his speech Mr. Arthur 
made use of the following language, which 
was vigorously applauded by the large au- 
dience.

GPEAKS OF A POWERFUL LOBBY 


Says the Incerporations Were in Evidence 
at the Capitel, 


GAMBLING GAMES WERE AN EXCUSE 


Full Text of His Remarks Concerning 
the Effort To Make the Decisions 
of the Railroad Commission 
Subject To Appeal Is 
Here Given. 


Macon, Ga., March 13.—(Special.)—Senator 
Robert L. Berner and his party reached this 
city early this morning, and breakfasted 
et the Brown house. All were in the best 

of spirits, and the prevailing opinion 
among them is that the senator made a 
satisfactory impression on the occasion of 
his inaugural campaign address. Those who 
heard his speech agree with The Constitu- 
tion’s report yesterday in saying that it 1s 
an appeal for votes that is calculated to 
awaken interest, but there are mighty few 
people who will accept Mr, Berner’s decla- 
ration that the newspapers of the state 
are staying awake nights dm order to 
think up schemes for doing him damage. 

Up to this time the newspaper and the 
railroad interests which he denounces with 
so much vehemence have manifested no 
special opposition to him. There are a 
whole lot of people in this neck of the 
woods who will vote for Mr. Berner for 
governor, but they will not do so on the 
ground that it is their particular duty to 
take a baseball bat and slay the next rail- 
road engineer who gets in their way. 

A Radical Platform. 

The senator chooses to assume that all 
the people in the state who have money 
are opposed to him, and in the splendid 
eloquence which he has at his commana, he 
jumps alike upon the just and the unjust. 
Neither the railroads nor the newspapers 
have opposed him up to this time, but he 
wants them to do so in order to give him 
a political text. In siuple fairness to the 
corporations which he denounces it should 
betsaid that he is today walking about in 
the political arena with a chip on his 


shoulder. ie oi corporations knock it off 
he will fight“If they don’t he will say 
that the corporations are cowards. 

But the single reference in his 
cello speech which is calculated to awaken 
the state has no reference to the corpor- 
tions, and the people whom he left there 
industriously seeking an excuse for blow- 
ing up the railroad depot, will be permitted 
to carry Jasper county for him without 
resort to violence. Mr. Berner is against 
Whe legislature. When he wipes the corpora- 
tons and the railroads and the newspapers 
off the map of the state he will devote a 
littl time to telling the people how cor- 
upt and dishonest and disreputable the 
Georgia legislature really is. 

The Power of the Lobby. 

There was no part of Mr. Berner’s speech 
&t Monticello quite so radical as his at- 
tack upon the legislature. In my dispatches 
yesterday I spoke briefly of his references 
to the influences which in 1884 had opposed 
the passage of the bill intended to limit the 
Powers of the railroad commission, and a 
typographical error made it appear that the 
great conflict referred to had taken place in 
18M. But it all happened ten years earlier, 
@s all readers of the newspapers know, and 
Mr. in his speech, led up to it by 
telling of the original creation of the rail- 
road commission. He sketched the history 
Of that body in deft words, and turned 
loose his oratory in a fierce declaration that 
It had been the only thing that had stood 
between the plain people of Georgia and 
the greedy railroads during the period -of 
the state’s greatest development.

sound the death knell to cheap and just 
and r@isonable rates of freight in this 
commonwealth. Around that report the 
conflict raged again. Once more the agents 
of corporae power swarmed the capitol; 
oncé more they plied their nefarious work— 
in boarding house, in hotel, and in the very 
doors of the hall of representatives. (My 
countrymen, there were junketing expedi- 
tions with their palace cars; there were 
banquet halls with their spread of wine, 
and, shame be it said, there were the 
gambling tables with their insidious bribes. 
No art was forgotten, no temptation was 
set aside, nothing was left undone with 
which to shake the honest man, and to cor- 
rupt the bad man. Honest and patriotic 
men did differ with me upon that occasion, 
but I believe the sequel has shown to all 
the people of Georgia that I did a work 
for the best interests of this old state. 

“After all this vast, this mighty insidious 
influence brought to the capjtol by corporate 
wealth and corporate power, ig it any won- 
der, my countrymen, that honest men were 
misled; that weak men wefe overcome, 
and that bad men were corrupted. In the 
midst of it all, where wer¢é the people? 
They were at home, tn the workshop, ibe- 
hind the counter, behind the desk, in the 
field and behind the plows. They could not 
marshal in rebuking array and march 
with their forces to meet the enemy in the 
capitol of the state. The burden and the 
heat of that great fight fell upon the 
representatives .of the people who refused 
to be misled, t6é be brow-beaten, or to be 
corrupted, I believe the memory of that con- 
flict will never pass from the minds of the 
men who stood by the people and defended 
their irterests. That conffict raged for 
weeks. That oll representative hall was 
heated seven times hotter than it was wont 
to be. But at last the people triumphed; 
the measure failed and railroad commission 
was preserved to the people of Georgia.’’ 

Who Did He Hit? 

The section of Mr. Berner’s speech quoted 
is a verbatim report, and, while’ the 
charges which he makes by tnuendo would 
be serious in any event, they are of special 
moment when one stops to consider who 
the men ‘were who composed the legislature 
which is attacked. Both in the house and 
senate it was composed of some of the 
ablest men in the state. That the bill he 
speaks of was vigorously contested on 
either side, and that it was overwhelming- 
ly defeated is a tribute to the legislature, 
rather than a rebuke, and the men who 
made up the legislature of ’84 are not likely 
to rest quiet under the charge. 

Senator Berner took the morning train 
from here to his home at Forsyth, ond 
during his brief stay in this city he did not 
have a word to say about politics. Those 
In his party, however, were ohary about 
talking of his attack upon the legislature 
and said that the most they knew «bout it 
was that the senator never made any 
chargo that he was not prepared to defend.

The telegraphic news that Senator Ber- 
ner, in his speech at Monticello, made the 
accusation that the railroads had indulged 
in wholesale corruption in an effort to aid 
in the passage of the bill introduced in the 
legislature of 1884-85 to curtail the powers 
of that commission and to make its deci- 
sions subject to appeal to the courts was 
received in political circles here with no 
special comment, but considerable surprise 
was expressed that he had made his charg- 
es so sweeping.

Two Batteries of Artillery To Come 
from the West.

The artillery will be on hand 
there to man the eight-inch disappearing 
guns in cause of any emergency. The guns 
are there ready to be mounted and the 
envawacements for them will be finished 
within a week's time. 

Tine light artillery will probably be used 
in case it is needed on the islands near the 
entrances to the shallower channels tothe 
southwest of the city which would acccm- 
modate small gunboats. That is where 
protection is principally needed.

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Run Down the Ring Leaders. 

The hallways of the United States dis- 
trict court. for the northern district of 
Georgia will this morning be filled by 
the familiar figures of moonshiners, 
which are so familiar in that place. 

The prevalence of illicit distilling in so 
many counties renders it necessary for 
the government to take strong steps for 
iis suppression. ‘This requires the aid 
of the spy system, which cannot be too 
strongly condemned, but which cannot 
be displaced until the people rise up in 
their might and turn violators of the 
revenue laws over to justice. It is idle 
for the people of a community to say 
that illicit distilling can go on forever 
in their midst without their knowledge. 

Among the men called before the 
United States court will be many who 
have been the mere tools of others. Men 
with money run the stills and employ 
the poorer men to do the work, to plead 
guilty to the ownership, if necessary, 
aud pay them for their time while they 
are in jail. It is among this class that 
so much misery is to be found, and it 
is cut of pity for their forlorn condition 
that misdemeanor instead of felony sen- 
tences are pronounced in most cases. 

It would seem as if it was about time 
to pay less attention to the small fry in 
the moonshining operations, and make 
a stronger pull for the big fish. There 
is not a moonshine center in the state 
in which repute does not point out the 
real leader in law breaking who suc- 
ceeds, by the use of money and terror- 
ism over his victims, in keeping free 
from arrest. To run down these men 
will take time and detective skill, but 
it can be done if the proper officers go 
at it in the right way. Catch the ring- 
leader in each community, and the imi- 
tators will scatter and quit the busi- 
ness. In this way, and in this way 
alone, the miserable business of illicit 
distilling can be broken up. 
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Too Much Goody-Goody. 

The namby-pamby Christian and the 
Christian militant form a strange con- 
trast.

It is to be feared, however, that peace 
and luxury, enjoyed by generations of 
descendants, produce that emasculation 
Which presents the ‘“‘goody-goody”’ man, 
the man who has not spirit enough to 
be positive, and whose craw is sadly in 
need of sand. We meet with these peo- 
ple in almost every walk of life, and oc- 
casionally they get into politics through 
the aid of less scrupulous men, such, for 
instance, as Marcus Aurelius Hanna, of 
Cleveland. Ohio. 

That Mr. McKinley is ‘‘goody-goody” 
is to be feared if half that is told of him 
be true. For instance, a special tele- 
gram from Washington f®The Constitu- 
tion says:

_ INSURANCE FIELD. 


A report is current in,;Savannah that the 
recent advance -in rates was made for 
political reasons at the instance of jwcal 
agents. Officers of the Southeastern Tariff 
Association say that this is simply ridicu- 
lous, as they have on file letters from Mr. 
Cc. F. Prendergast, the most active of 
Chief Maguire's opponents, and other 
prominent agents, protesting against any 
advance in rates. Those who kpow the 
record in Savannah say that it would have 
been suicidal if the companies had «ontin- 
ued doing business in that city without ed- 
vancing rates. The recora for the stock 
companies for eleven years from the sworn 
returns in Insurance Commissioner 


Wright’s office is as follows:

As the mutual companies do not seek to 
do a general business, the record of such 
companies has been eliminated from the 
above statistics. 

It is safe to assume that no other bust- 
ness in the world would have submitted 
for over ten years to an average annual 
loss of $41,000 without demanding 2n in- 
creased compensation for the risks under- 
taken. Insurance companies, in the lan- 
guage of an adjuster who has been hand- 
ling Tosses in Savannah for twenty years, 
have done more to build up its waste places 
than all of its banks and building and loan 
associations combined. They have dene 
this, and more too, when one considers the 
number of losses paid on mercantiles cut- 
side of Savannah in which the citizens were 
financially interested. 

It’ is commented upon ae strange that 
notwithstanding the fact thai insurance 
companies are large taxpayers in Savan- 
nah, paying licenses alone of over %10,000 
per annum, they have not even been ap- 
proached by the fire commissioners as to 
the best way to reduce the cost of in- 
surance and remove the 10 per cent ad- 
ditional rate now demanded. An ofticer of 
the Southeastern Tariff Associztion is 
quoted as saying that all the companies 
wanted was some guarantee that Savaanah 
was equipped for fighting ‘fires as effi- 
ciency as other first-class cities and their 
rates would be revised. As long, however, 
as results show that the losses and cx- 
penses exceed receipts it can be expected

“The location of the headquarters here 
will be a splendid thing for Atlanta in that 
it brings her into wider prominence as to 
her advantageous stragetic position in case 
of war, and her excellent railroad facili- 
A better selection have 
been made. The establishment of a mili- 
tary center here may result in the estab- 
lishment of a larger garrison in course of 
time. Atlanta: will hereafter became one 
of the most important military posts in 


the country. 

“In case of war, General Merritt, of the 
department of the east, will watch the 
northern portion of the country, and Gen- 
eral Graham the southern.* The change, I 
do not believe, contemplates the removal 
here of any troops. Oniy General Graham 
and his staff and clerks, consisting of adju- 
tant general, chief quartermaster, chief of 
commissary, judge advocate, medical direc- 
tor, ete., numbering about thirty men in 
all, will come. The Texas people will raise 
a howl over losing fhe headquarters, but I 
do not well see how they can help them- 
selves; besides I believe the officers would 
rather come to Atlanta Any way, although 
they have excellent quarters in Texas.

Wuring its early ex 
istence he was elected to the captaincy of 
the company over Mark A. Cooper, ¥nicn 
he always regardea as quite a “1édther ig 
his cap,’ especially so after Couper be 
came a member or congress; he hi 
never rose to a higher piace ihan state: 
senator. This company aiwavs had their 
aunual dinner put up in the vest style tm 
gardiess of cost. In the year I818 thefe 
was one of the most remarkable droughts 
that ever visited that portion of tne site.

Large Quantities of Munitions of War

ENERAL GRAHAM, commanding 
| the department of the gulf, with 

Atlanta headquarters, may reach 
here tomorrow or Wednesday. His pas- 
Sage has not been engaged over any of the 
roads, and the officials in Atlanta have not 
recelved any intimation when he will get 
here. 

No orders were received at the post yes- 
terday, so far as could be learned. Colonel 
Cook has not come to a decision as to 
where the headquarters of the department 
of the gulf can best be located. He will 
probably confer with General Graham be- 
fore any place is settled upon. 

During the week a large amount o arms 
and ammunition and other war material 
will pass through the city. The railroads 
running here have received large consign- 
ments of freight from the government to 
be transpotted at once to the gulf ports 
principally. 

Two carloads of mortars will arrive here 
today, consigned to Galveston. These guns 
will. weigh over 118,000 pounds. The cars 
will be delayed here only a very short 
time, and will be rushed to their destina- 
tion as soon as possible. 

A large lot of gun carriages will be here 


in a short time. An official said yesterday 


that the road which he represented had 
thirty carloads of munitions of war wait- 
to be carried south, and It would be 
here as soon as it cou!d be loaded upon the 


cars, 


A large part of this freight is gun car- 
riages, which are necessary before the guns 
and mortars can be mounted at the forts, 
where they are intended to be placed. Be- 
much ammunition is en route 
This ineludes torpedoes, 


for defense, 

It was the desire of the railroads to bring 
the freight consigned by the government in 
One lot and run a special train for its 
transportation. The authorities at Wash- 
ington would not allow this to be done, 
however, and informed the roads that it 
would be a better plan to ship it in small 
lots. It s presumed that too great quanti- 
ties coming at one time would cause undue 
comment and create unnecessary excite- 
ment. 

The week will see many changes in the 
military circles of Atlanta and important 
developments are looked for from many 
sides. The coming of General Graham will 
create much interest among United States 
soldiers. General Graham and his staff will 
be the recipients of many attentions upon 
their arrival. The officers at the post will 
meet General Graham and extend every 
aid to make his headquarters the best ob- 
tainable. It is now a settled fact’ that he 
will have them in the city and not at the 
post, as there is not sufficient space for 
the accommodation of the force of clerks 
which is necessary. The civil government 
of Atlanta will show him over the city and 
entertain him until he is acquainted with 
the people. Nothing will be omitted to 
make his reception a hearty one. The rail- 
roads are glad the headquarters have been 
changed, as the immense amount of sup- 
plies that will be distributed to the posts 
of the department of the gulf will pass 
through Atlanta. A quantity of the sup- 
plies will probably be bought in Atlanta.

importing and distributing cities. 

The state railroad, the Georgia, the At- 
lanta ang West Point and certain of their 
eonnections are the defendants in this case 
which was brought by the interstate com- 
merce commission. Ag frequently stated itn 
The Constitution, the commission wants to 
force a reduction of rates from Cuiucinnati 
and other distant cities to local stations 
around Atlanta, One argument made by 
the commission’s attorney was that this 
would be much better for the roads because 
they would get more traffic. 

In reply to this, Colonel Ed Baxter, coun- 
se) for the roads, says in his brief: 

‘Sometimes a reduction in rates will in- 
crease the consumption of certain articles, 
ang in that way increase the traffic. But 
itis by no means true in all cases; and, in 
fact, {it is true in no Case, except where 
the rate charged for transportation repre- 
sents so large a proportion of the market 
Value of the article transported that it is 
practicable for the merchant who sells the 
article to give the consumer the benefit of 
the reduction.”” 

Colonel Baxter {illustrates his point by 
supposing the local rates on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad were reduced ta the 
level of Atlanta rates. On first class goods, 
from Cincinnati to Marietta, the reduction 
would he 2% cents per 100 pounds. 

Dry goods are first class. ‘‘@ne lot weigh- 
ing six ounces, a difference of 20 cents per 
1 pounds would amount to only 76-1000 of 
acent A difference of 20 cents per 100 
pounds on coffee amounts to only two mills 
ber pound; and to a consumer purchasing 
ten pounds of coffee for domestic use, the 

diference would amount to only 2 cents.

The 
conditional part of the work was not on 
God’s side, but on man’s own part. Every 
man may take of the freely offered purdon 
wrought out by Christ. Pvery one who goes 
down to eternal death and perdition may be 
said to be a spiritual suicide. God has sent 
no man to hell, man has gone to woe in 
spite of the mergy offered through Christ.”’

RIZZLY mountaineers, uniformed: in

the United States will open to grind out 
justice and these mills must always ‘have 
grist in the shape of moonshiners. Nearly 
300 moonshiners of the north Georgia type 
will be tried before Judge Newman within 
the next few weeks. Wohile the moonsnin- 
ers are being tried there will be no more 
interesting place in Georgia than the Unit- 
ed States courtroom next week. The Unit- 
ed States court will be convened by Judge 
Newman th’s morning. The moonshine 
will be first taken up. Those who 
will be tried today are: Robert Blair, F. 
H. Thomason, Charley Ivey, Allie S. Lou- 
dermilk, Charley Robertson, Enoch West, 
John Wooda!! and James D. Yearwood, of 
Habersham county; Samuel Anderson, of 
Dawson county; T. F. Arondale, E. L. 
Blalock and J. M. Nichols, of Rabun coun- 
ty. 

The 300 cases on the docket are against 
men who have already been tried and 
bound over. This morning the United 
States grand jury will be sworn in, and af- 
ter it works for a while there will be a large 
increase in the number on the docket.
